When Mrs. Franks and her chil- 
dren came to this country on the 
Brittanic, her sister and small son 
accompanied them.

Ralph Dark died early this 
morning. 

The man who for 13 years pa- 
trolled Upland streets, constantly 
being on guard against any pos- 
sible danger to residents of the 
community, failed to survive the 
injuries resulting from a tragic 
automobile accident Friday after- 
noon. 

Soon after the crash, hope was 
expressed that the veteran Upland 
traffic officer would survive the 
effects of a fractured neck and 
possible internal injuries. As 
each day came, however, more 
concern was shown in his condi- 
tion and at about 1 a.m. today 
the end came. He was a patient 
in the San Antonio Community. 
hospital. 

He was 41 years of age. He is 
survived by his widow, Walteen; 
a son, Harold, 7 years of age, and 
a daughter, Maxine, 5 years of 
age, and a brother, G. Owen Dark, 
of Fontana, 

ACCIDENT AT CLAREMONT

Dark had served the city since 
1928 and was highly respected not 
only by members of the local de- 
partment but also by law enforce- 
ment officers throughout the 
county. 

INQUEST TOMORROW 

Official study of the circum- 
stances in connection with the of- 
ficer’s fatal accident will be made 
at 10 a.m. tomorrow at an in- 
quest to be held in the Stone 
funeral home. 

Mr. Dark became a member of 
the Upland police department on 
May 17, 1928. E. E, Carter pre- 
ceded him as a member of the de- 
partment only a few months. 
Other policemen at that time were 
the late Jedd F. Sawyer and Car 
men S. Lehman. 

Mr. Dark’s death brought sad- 
ness to many in the community 
but especially to the city hall em- 
ployes and more particularly to 
the policemen who were very 
closely associated with the traffic 
officer. Officers and visitors 
spoke in subdued voices as they 
handled their duties today.
